A Relation fent Novemb. 16. 16 74. from , v -ry credbe a d ingeni- 
ous Perfon, Mr. Samuel du Card, Reolor of Forton at Shrop- 
shire, to Dr. Ra. Bathurft Fice-Chanceiior of the Unhcrfity of 
Oxford, and by him communicated to a Friend of his in London; 
concerning ajintnge kind of Bleeding in a little Child, 

Am bold to give you a Narration of theDiftemper of a Child at 
Lilfpfball, a littleTown in ShrQpfeire,hcci\u£e it is very unuilial, 
(if ever the like hath been heard by you before;) and alfobecaufel 
have certain evidence of the thing. TheChild was aquarterof a year 
old,whenitwas taken with aBleedingat theNofe andEars,and be- 
hind the hinder part of thellead, where was nothing at all of any 
Sore. This lafled for three davs; at the end of which, theNofe and 
Ears ceafed bleeding; but flill blood came, as it were fweat, from 
thellead. Three days before the death of theChild (which was the 
fix th day iince ihe began to bleed) the blood came more violently 
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from her Head, and ft reamed out to fome diftance from; it : Nor did 
fhe bleed only there, but upon tterfhoulders, and at tlieWaft,infuch 
quantities, that the linnen next her might be wrung, it was fo wet; 
and every day required clean linnen. She for three days bled alio 
at the Toes, at the bend of her Arms, at the Joynts of her fingers 
of each hand, and at the fingers ends; and in fuch mcafure, that in 
a quarter of an hour the mother hath catch't from the droppings 
of the fingers, almoft fo much as the hollow of her hand would 
hold. All the time of this bleeding the child never cry M vehement- 
ly, but onlygroan'd; though about three weeks before,- it had fuch 
a violent fit of crying as the Mother -fai'd fhe never heard. After 
the Child was dead, there appear'd in thofe places where the blood 
came, iitle holes like the prickings of a Needle. 

This Accompt 1 had from the Mother of the Child who is a 
very fober Woman; and fhe told it me with tears. Every cir- 
cumftance is fo far from fiftion, that the Women, who were ma- 
ny, that were with the Child in its illnefs and at its death, do 
atteft it. I faw the Child's Coat ftained, at the waft of it, with 
the blood that came from that part; and alio another thing bloody 
from the head of it. The mother told me, the blood was not 
thih lik^ water, but of that thicknefs as blood ufually is; and that 
ihe and others believed, there was little or no blood left in the 
body of the Child. If the the time of the Child's death will add 
any thing to this relation, it was about laft Candlemaft.
